Address Before the University of Penn- 


sylvania on the Present Relation of 
the Learned Professions to Political 
Government Coupled with a Eulogy 
of the Life and Works of Georg* 
Washington—The First President'* 
High Character as a Man. 


Philadelphia. Fob. 22.—Hon. William 


H. Tart, president-elect of the United 
States, was tbe principal speaker at 
the exercises In the University 
of 


Pennsylvania, commemorative of tbe 
birth of Washington. 


He chose for the subject of his ad- 


dress the "Present Relations of the 
Loarned Professions to Political Gov- 
ernment." 
Ho discussed at consider- 


able length tho influence which the 
learned professions, In this day. have 
upon national and municipal govern- 
ment. 
He outlined luminously the 


part each of the important professions 
plays In a government by the people 
and compared their Influence, one with 
another. In brief part, ha said: 


"tt Is the duty of every citizen to 


give as much attention as he can to 
tho public weal, and to take as much 
Interest us ho can In political matters. 
Americans generally have recognized 
these duties, and we (Ind active In po- 
litical life, men representing all pro- 
fessions, all branches of business and 
all trades. I propose to-day to invite 
your attention to the present relation 
of each of the learned professions to 
politics and government. 


Ministry Placed Flrat. 


"The first profoslson Is that of tho 


ministry. Time was In New England, 
and in every other part of the coun- 
try under the influence of Its tradi- 
tions, when tho minister of the Con- 
gregational church, in addition to that 
of his aacred office, exorcised a most 
powerful Influence, which was of a dis- 
tinctly political character. His views 
on the Issues of the day wore consid- 
ered ot the greatest weight In the com- 
munity In which he lived, and 
ha 


ranked everyone as lt« flrst citizen. 
This was in tho days when Now Eng- 
land might almost bo called a 'theoc- 
racy;' when It was deemed wise and 
politically proper to regulate by law, 
to the minutest detail, the manner of 
life of men, and as those laws were un- 
derstood to bo framed In accord with 


• moral and religious requirements, the 
minister of the community was tho 
highest authority as to what tho law 
flhould be and how It ought to be en- 
forced. Great, changes havo come over 
our methods of life since that day. 
Then the ministry, because of tho re- 
wards In the way of influence, power 
and prominence, attracted the ablest 
of educated minds, and tho ability and 
force of character were where power 
and influence resided. But tho spread 
of education and independent think- 
ing, the wldo diffusion of knowledge 
and nows by tho press, the enormous 
material development of the country, 
tho vast Increase iu, wealth, the in- 
crease In rewards and influence 
of 


other vocations, the disappearance of 
the simple village life, have all con- 
tributed to change radically the posi- 
tion and influence of tho ministry In 
tbo community. To-day it is not true 
that, that profession attracts the ablest 
young men, and this, I think, is a dis- 
tinct loss to our society, for it is ot 
tlio utmost Importance that the profes- 
sion whose peculiar duty It Is to main- 
tain high moral standards 
and 
to 


arouse 'the beat that there is In man, 
to stir him to 
higher 
aspirations, 


should have tho genius and brilliancy 
with which successful!;' to carry out 
this function. 
Of course, the profes- 


sion of ministry Is supposed to have 
to do largely with the kingdom of the 
nioxt world rather than with this, and 
many people expect to flnd In the rep- 
resentatives of the profession only 
an other worklllnoss aud no thought 
of this. This, of course, is the nar- 
rowest view of the profession. What- 
ever tho next world, we are certainly 
under the highest obligation to make 
the best of this, and the ministers 
should be the chief instruments In ma- 
king this world morally and religious- 
ly better. It Is utterly impossible to 
separate politics from tbo lives of the 
community, and there cannot be gen- 
eral personal and social business mor- 
ality and political immorality at the 
same time. The latter will ultimately 
debauch tlie whole community. 


Has Made Improvement. 


"During the administration ot Mr. 


Roosevelt, and under the' influence of 
certain revelations of business immor- 
ality, the conscience of 
the 
whole 


country was shocked and then nerved 
to the point of demanding that a bet- 
ter order ot affairs be Introduced. In 
this movement the ministers of the 
various churches have recognized tbe 
call upon them to assist, and they 
have been heard .In accents much more 
effective than ever before in half a 
century.- The greatest agency to:day 
In keeping us advised, of ithe condi- 
tions among oriental races1'is the es- 
tablishment of foreign missions. • The 
leaders of these missionary branches 
of the churches are becoming some of 
our niost learned statesmen In- respect 
of our proper oriental policies.'.' 


Judge Taft, discussing teachers, said 
that "their relation to politics and'gov- 
ernment is of the utmost.importance, 
though Indirect" He went on: 
.. 


"Tho next profession Is that of the 


teacher. 
Of course, tbe' great num- 


ber of teachers are engaged in pri- 
mary and secondary instruction and 
In Industrial or vocational work. Their 
relation to politics and government U 
of the utmost Importance though in- 
direct. 
It is, and ought to be, their 


highest duty to Instill In the minds of 
the young girls and boys the patriot- 
ism and love of country, because tho 
boy Is father to the man and tho pa- 
triotism of tho extreme youth of tbe 
country may well determine that of 
the grown men. The effect of an In- 
tense patriotism which thrills through 
tbe nerves of the boys of a country Is 
Illustrated in the immense strength 
which Japan derives from it. No one 
who visits that interesting country or 
comes Into contact with the Japanese 
can avoid seeing Its patriotism. The 
term 'Bushldo.' Is a kind of apotheosis 
of patriotism. 
The Joy with which 


Japanese give up their lives In defense 
of their country has its foundation In 
a real religious feeling, and Is most In- 
Fplrlng to all who come to know it. It 
should be full of Hignillcance to those 
of the teaching profession who become 
responsible for the thoughts and ideals 
of the young." 


To the writer, In whatever capacity 


he may labor, Judge Taft attributed 
great Influence, either for eood or for 
bad. 


Judge Taft paid a high tribute to 


the profession ot medicine, because it 
had contributed to the preservation 
of the health of all the people. 
He 


pointed out that the profession had 
boon exalted by its great discoveries 
and by its assistance in the expansion 
of our government In the tropics and 
in the construction of tho 
Panama 


canai. He said: 


Medical Profession Eulogized. 


"The 
triumph 
which 
has 
been 


reached in the name of the medical 
profession In the discovery as to the 
real cause of yellow fever and malaria 
and the suppression of tboso diseases 
by killing or preventing the propaga- 
tion of, or tho infoctlon of tho mos- 
quito, is one of the wonders ot human 
progress. 
It has made the construc- 


tion of tho Panama canal possible. It 
has rendered life In the tropics for Im- 
migrants from the temperate zone con- 
sistent with health and 
reasonable 


length of life, and It has opened pos- 
sibilities in the Improvement of tho 
hoalth and strength of tropical races 
themselves under governmental teach- 
ing, 
assistance and supervision that 


were unthought of two decades ago. 
Sanitary engineering with. Its proper 
treatment of water, making it whole- 
some and harmless with its removal 
of tho filth and sewago and Its con- 
version of what was noxious Into most 
useful agencies, all confirm the gov- 
ernmental Importance of tbe profes- 
sion of medicine and tho kindred tech- 
nical profession of chemistry, engin- 
eering and all branches of physical re- 
search. So marked has been this In- 
crease in tho Importance of the med- 
ical profession In governmental agen- 
cies, that the doctors themselves have 
organized a movement for tbe unifica- 
tion of all agonclos In the federal gov- 
ernment used to promote the public 
health, in one bureau or department, 
at the head of which they wish to put 
a man of their own or kindred branch 
of science. How near this movement 
will como in accomplishing the com- 
plete purpose of its promoters, only 
the national legislature can tell. Cer- 
tainly the economy of tlie union of all 
health agencies of the national gov- 
ernment in one bureau or department 
,s wise. Whether at the head of that 
department should be put a doctor of 
medicine or some other person must 
depend on tho Individual and not 
on 


his technical professional learning or 
skill. It is the capacity to organize, 
co-ordinate and execute that is need- 
ed at the head of a department, and 
not so much deep technical and pro- 
fessional skill. It is the ability to 
judge whether others have such tech- 
nical or professional skill that 
the 


head of the 'department who makes 
the selection of the members of his 
department should be endowed with. 
However this may be, It is becoming 
more and more clear that the extend- 
ing of governmental duties into a ter- 
ritory covered by the profession of 
medicine is bringing physicians more' 
and more into political an* govern- 
mental relation,' and we may 
expect 


that in the next decade they will play, 
a far greater part than' they have here- 
tofore; and it is proper 
that they 


should." 


Washington's Greatness. 


After mentioning tho great good, in 


actual results, accomplished by many 
tschnlcal professions, Judge Taft con- 
sidered In extent the profession of tbe 
law, 
which, he said, "is In a .wide 


sense the profession ot government," 
He said that lawyers often were se- 
lected to carry on governmental work, 
because the executive faculty was a 
very marked attribute of tbe modern 
laiwyer. While he realized that there 
..-ore defects and weaknesses in the 
profession of the law, he regarded It. 
as the most important'in its relation 
to political government. 
In . conclu- 


sion, he said: 
"National exigency 


seems to call forth the men peculiarly 
fitted to meet the requirements of the 
situation. 
Such were 
Lincoln 
and 


Grant during the great civil war. Such 
was Washington in the revolution, the 
anniversary of whose birthday this 
inlverslty appropriately makes its Com- 
mencement Day. . He was not a law- 
yer or a doctor, or a minister. He was 
a leader of men. His pure, disinterest- 
ed patriotism, his freedom from small 
jealousies, ..his: marvelous 
common 
sense, his indomitable 
perseverance 


and patience, arid bis. serenity 
and 


calm under the most trying circum- 
stances, gave him the victory—a vic- 
tory which could be traced not to bril- 
liant genius or professional training, 
but to that which, of all things, Is.the 
most, to .be pursued and., desired—to 
his high character as »'man."

the cream is easier to handle than 
during the hot months of the summer. 


If red spider gets on the 
house 


plants pick off the worst 
affected 


leaves. 
Then lay the plants on their 


sides and hose or syringe them thor- 
oughly; then take soapy water and a 
sponge and hand-wash every leaf, and 
while they are yet wet dust the under 
sides of the foliage with powdered 
sulphur; 


Because pigs are the farmer's waste' 


savers, the Impression prevails with 
some that they need no care. This is 
one of the greatest mistakes 
ever 


made. Pigs are sensitive to the cold. 
They need warm, dry quarters, and a 
clean place to exercise In on bright 
days If they are going to return 
a 


profit to their owner. 


• Some people have the bad habit of 
doping medicine for every little ail- 
ment. 'And some farmers have tho 
equally bad habit ot . doping 
their 


horses. It is a good thing to let tho 
veterinarian do the medicine giving 
it necessary, but such occasions will 
be few and far between If you provide 
the right kind of care and feed. 


In an experiment to determine the 


effect of basic lime nitrate and cal- 
cium cyaaamid on barley and oats by 
the agricultural school at Berthonval, 
France, Prof. L. Malpeaux reports that 
the results obtained with the flrst 
were somewhat superior to those ob- 
tained in case of nitrate of soda. The 
second gave results about .equal 
to 


those obtained with sulphate ot am- 
monia. 


Do not let' the milk stand in' open- 


topped pails or cans in the barn un- 
til tho milking is all done. Try this 
plan: 
Take a ble can to the, barn. 


Use a large piece of cheese cloth 
through which to strain the milk as it 
is poured into the can, then throw the 
dry end of the.cloth over the wet port 
lying across the mouth ot the can un- 
til you are ready to pour the next 
drawing of milk into the can. 


The best results are obtained where 


the cows are fed after milking, for un- 
der this method they generally give 
down their milk cheerfully, for they 
know that milking Is a prelude to 
feeding. A cow is much smarter than 
she looks, and more grateful 
than 


most persons would believe. So long 
as the cpws Imow they are not going 
to be struck or beaten, 
they 
will 


neither kick nor hook. An experienced 
milkman will never allow any loud 
talking or excitement about his barn 
or stable, for the quieter the cows are 
kept the greater.the quantity of milk 
given, and the easier the work is per- 
formed. 


Livestock on the farm not only re- 


turn to the soil much of the fertility 
taken in growing the crops, but they 
provide the most profitable medium 
of using the stuff raised. In this way 
everything grown on the farm can be 
made to yield a marketable product 
and, besides, a large portion of it re- 
.tained in the form of manure to be 
returned-^to and. enrlph the land. The. 
system gives a maximum amount of 
.gain with a mjnimum amount .of actual 
waste, .or matter 'removed from, the 
soil; It insures chances for perman- 
ent and continued success, and gives 
the farmer wider scope for regular in- 
telligent .work. 
• • " . ' • -

culturalist who is a , close observer of 
the trend of things ' in .farming com- 
munities. What do i you think about 
it? "We believe the-'tlme will come 
'when farmers will, not "retire in any 
great numbers .to town, but will ouild 
cottages.on their own farms, fit them 
with all the. comforts possible, keep 
a good team, devote their.time to rais- 
ing seed' corn and other specialties, 
'and. .will ..'find..better.'society In the 
country as well as a better school 
^education for the children than Is-now 
or .ever.will be,given in the town. In 
other words, we belieye^that we shall 
develop a .distinctively .rural' .society 
that will be better in every way than 
anything which the town can furnish."

You should look over tbe harness 


from time to time and mend up and 
strengthen all the weak and broken 
places. It will not only prove a money 
saver In making your harness lost 
nearly twice as long aa it otherwise 
would, but it will make it safe. 


Don't burn the cornstalks which are 


left after tho stock have been through 
and stripped them. 
Rather run 
a 


sharp disk over 
them 
when 
the 


ground is frozen and plow the.m under. 
In this way you will supply much hu- 
mus to the soil besides putting In 
a very considerable amount of potash. 


White soap can bo made by using 


tho 
following 
formula: 
Use 
four 


pounds of clean fat, a pound of potash, 
four ounces of borax and two ounces 
of dry ammonia. 
Dissolve tho pot- 


ash in three quarts of hot water, then 
add to it the borax and ammonia. 
Warm tho fat and add It to tho hot 
mixture. Let tho whole boil five min- 
utes; set in a cool place and stir for 
a half-hour; then pour in a box to 
harden. 


Next to poultry manure, tho drop- 


pings of sheep Is tho richest fertilizer 
produced on the farm. 
It ferments 


easily,'and Is classed as a quick-acting 
manure, and when allowed to accumu- 
late in tho pens where It is tramped 
hard by the animals, it loses little fer- 
tilizing value. When placed In plies 
or composts, as in the case of horse 
manure, it is benefited by mixing with 
cow manure. It is especially valuable 
for use on vegetables, when a quick- 
acting fertilizer is desired. A sheep 
produces about four pounds of manure 
per day. 


Make your own harness blacking. 


Here is the formula for tbe famous 
English brand: Three ounces of tur- 
pentine and two ounces of white wax 
are dissolved together over a slow flre. 
Then add one ounce ot Ivory black 
and one dram of indigo well pulver- 
ized and mix together. 
When the 


wax and turpentine are dissolved, add 
the Ivory black and Indigo and stir 
until cold. Apply thin. Wash after- 
ward, and you will have a beautiful 
polish. This blacking keeps the leath- 
er soft and is excellent for harness 
and buggy tops. 


The horse that is kept working dur- 


ing the winter should, be well fed. 
But the idle horse should have his ra- 
tion changed both because oveMeed- 
Ing wastes the feed and endangers the 
health of the horse. Many a horse 
has died from having boon highly 
fed when being worked, and tho sam» 
feed given when he was idle a few 
days. This is especially true of feed, 
such as clover hay, bluegrass hay and 
oats. A hard working horse that has 
been well, fed should, on being given 
a rest for several days, have his ra- 
tion changed. In such cases corn is 
better than oats as grain feed, and if 
clover hay has been fed timothy hay 
should be substituted. 


Feed plenty of roughage and only 


enough grain to obtain the results you 
are after. Prof. J. H. Grlsdale of the 
Ottawa, Canada, experiment 
station, 


after tests, declares that If an animal 
is half full and he does not get suffi- 
cient to keep his digestive organs well 
filled and in good healthy condition, 
he will not dp well, and therefore the 
first requisite of successful feeding is 
the filling of the animals, right up to 
the top notch. It is not necessary to 
give them an expensive filler. One 
ot the most successful experiments 1 
ever saw conducted was where cut 
wheat straw made up tho roughage 
part ot the ration. We must, how- 
ever, make the roughage as palatable 
as we can. The methods of making
